The "Worcester (Maaeaouusctts) Ocuttte 


of Wednesday last gives the following ac- 
count of the robbery of the Groftcn Bank 
on Tuesday night: 


"The-First National Bank of Grrafton 


wag entered by burglars last evening and 
robbed of all its valuables. The affair, as 
a matter of course, caused great excite- 
ment in that quiet village, and haa occa- 
sioned a great deal of talk in this city 


"The -watchman of the bank, whose 


name is Daniels, left his house about 10 
o'clock ia the. evening, and while crossing 
the common ,was accosted by two men, and 
in a moment wag gagged, his head muffled, 
and his hands fastened behind his back 
with;handcuffs. They took him to the 
bank immediately, and put him in the 
ooal-hole, after ta'king off the muffle from 
his head. They then waited until a meet- 
ing of Good Templars, m a room above, 
had dispersed, and went to work about 11 
o'clock; worked all night, leaving the 
bank about half-past 3 o'clock in the morn- 
ing. 


"The watchman says ho saw five men 


in the bank; they called no names, but 
in their conversation designated each other 
by numbers; he heard them call numbers 
as high aa twelve in their conversation. 
He remained in the coal .bole until Mr. B. 
Newton opened his store, in the same 
building, this morning, when his groans 
attracted attention, when he was released 
and the robbery discovered. His wrists 
were so swollen by the pressure of the 
handcuffs, that he was taken to a machine 
shop and the irons cuf off as the only way 
of relieving him.. He was visited every 
half hour during tbe night by some one 
ot the gang and warned to keep still. 


"The door of the vault was of iron, set 


in an iron casing, surrounded by brick- 
work. The burglars had a full supply of 
wedges, levers and the like, and cut away 
the bricks on one aide of the door from top 
to bottom, and then by inserting wedges 
and levers under the iron casing pried off 
the door. They made a clean sweep of 
everything in the vault, apparently not 
being in any haste in their work. Their 
implimenta were all left in the bank, 
which were complete in.every respect. " 


"The amount of the loss is not definitely 


ascertained. The directors of the bank, 
and others interested, are under too much 
excitement to give details. It is estima- 
ted, however, that no less than $800,000 
in money and available bonds were stolen. 


"It is stated that Mr. George F. Slo- 


cunib. on« of tbe directors and another, 
Mr. Wmthrop Faulkner, are large losers. 
The loss of the bank will not impair its 
stability. 


"A bag of gold, contaiug $1,100, was 


stolen, and about $40 was found scattered 
in the road near New England. Viliage 
this morning. , Quite a large numbe.- of 
citizens had bonds and other valuables in 
the vault, and are reduced to poverty by 
the robbery. 
' 


"The bank was in the town hall build- 


ing, on the ground floor, in the southeast 
corner of the building. Tbe other occu- 


store, J. H. Wood's clothing store, and B. 
Newton's grocery* Above were the offices 
of the town clerk and selectmen, a den- 
tist s room, a shoe manufactory, the town 
hall,and a hall where the Good Template 
met last evening., 
, 


"The two teams taken by the police in 


this city, this morning, prove to have been 
stolen in Grafton during the night, and 
there is no doubt that a part, at least, of 
the burglars came here after the robbery 
The police are actively at work, but jt is 
evident that the burglars worked with a 
method, and having a good start, and leav- 
ing no traces, their arrest is far from cer- 
tain.

"The bank offers a reward of $10,000, 


and Mr. Sloeomb* an1 additional reward of 
$5,000 for the apprehension of the tiuevro 
and the recovery of the property."

From the Christian Union. 


The* most trying period for domestic 


animals is that which intervenes between 
grass and hay. It is hard for them to 
change without deterioration from soft 
and succulent food to hard and dry fodder, 
and animals will often fall off seriously in 
weight before their systems become accns- 
tomed to drawing nourishment from the 
apparently unpalatable food which' mast 
of necessity bo fed to them during the 
winter- We have quoted below some ex- 
cellent suggestions regarding stabling, 
and now offer some hints as to food at thw 
season. When an animal loses a pound of 
flesh'and fat, it is gone forever, being con- 
sumed in maintaining the vital functions. 
The value of this'pound ia subtracted 
feom the cash valna of the animal, for it 
has uken with it none 'of the bones, none 
of the log valuable parts. Now. allowing 
the "best cuf • to be worth 12 cents per 
pound on the hoof, it is evident that a loss 
has occurred nearly equal to that amount; 
and if it costs 12 cents moro to replace this 
lost 0esb, it is equally 'evident that 24 
cents, or call it 'an even quarter of a dol- 
lar, has been needlessly wasted. The 
question is how to save every pound of fat 
and flesh that is produced? and this prac- 
tically resolves itself into 'another ques- 
tion, namely, how to keep'stock from run- 
ning down in Autumn ? When grass be- 
gins to fail, every farmer ought to have 
green-corn to fall back npon, and at all 
times some grain is necessary to keep stock 
in good condition. For this object, soft 
com will serve an excellent purpose, as 
the animal can crush the kernel without 
difficulty, and the gram will readily di- 
gest. This is also true of meal, and thus 
hundreds of dollars' worth of fat and 
flesh may be saved, which would other- 
wise be a total loss. Grain will make 
fram ten to twenty per cent, more flesh, if 
fed out' before cold weather requires a 
large part of it to be nsed'in-keeping up 
the animal heat. Salt at least once a week, 
and allow free access to wa*er. Increase 
the quantity of extra feed aa the animals re- 
quire it, saving corner aiilietfrom thu soil 
ing patch, the tops and root* of beets and 
turnips and extra leaves from cabbages. 
In fattening we want bulk and nutriment 
If there are stalks, straw, and hay, there 
should also bo meal. If we nse roots we 
should also use both hay and meaL Per- 
haps there is nothing better than rooig to 
keep up the appetite. They assist diges- 
tion, and keep the bowels open. The beef 
and mutton of England are very largely 
made of turnips, beets, and mangel-wnr- 
zels. A change in some one of the items 
of 
food should be 
made as often 


aa once a week. 
If 
steamed stalks 


and, 
<.meal 
with 
sliced 
turnips 


are used once «' week, 'change 
to 


carrots or beets tbe next. The meal and 
roots being tbe same, the stalks may be 
changed for hay, or the hay and roots 
being the same, Indian meal may be 
changed- for linseed-oil meal, or for any 
kind of gram meaL convenient to feed. 
Many of our best farmers have adopted 
epme eudh'plan as is liere sketched, with 
great-ad vantage in every way, and in some 
case* tlie yield of the dairy has been richer 
afcd'more abundant during the fall than 
during the* summer months.

Here are bnried many naval 
and military people, and also the Booth 
family. A profile head cf the elder Booth 
stands npon an obelisk, which in set npon 
two large granite blocks, the whole exe- 
cuted at Boston. At the foot of this mon- 
ument lies- Bicbard- Booth, probably the 
father of "old Booth," in a separate grave. 
Booth was born in 1796, and died in 1852. 
He appears to have been a man of decided- 
ly political.character, in addition to .being 
able to:'pprtiay .the malignant pasaions. 
Hisv'oirn name indicates that his father 
was a1" political enthusiast, and he named 


one of his sons [the same," Junius 
Brutus, the punisher of his chidren; 
Edwin was 
named for Edwin

rest old Booth's fnend; and John Wilke. 
for the irrepressible jonraaliitio dema- 
gogue of London, whom Booth knew and 
admired. The life of old Booth waa a 
brooding, mattering, aspiring life, full of 
cheap conceptions of patriotism and fame, 
crossed by the greed of drink, radical in 
its intents, falee in. its exemplars, fond of 
applause. We cannot tell with certainty 
in our time, whether he waa a great actor 
or a Bowery one, but certainly his family 
possesses the histrionic faculty. Edwin 
will always be Ophelia's Samlet, and, per- 
haps, the women have the true conception 
of the best Hamle't; 'for Hamlet is a mnch 
better reading than being, cut so broadly 
and so widely typical, that his outlines 
are hazy, and he might be called the 
Prince Human. To play this character, 
the meekest might be the best, the ignor- 
ant stumble upon the truest, the prettiest 
be unconsciously the deepest. Such, per- 
haps, is Edwin Booth. 


ilkes Booth was'never mnch of an ac- 


tor nor man. 
He -waa a pleasing, idle 


companion, and, until his great crime, 
those who knew him had not suspected 
that his love for-applause, and his cheap 
local patriotism were deep and insane as 
hu fatherVllt it wonderful what'comnion- 
place, cross-roada, .barroom names dodge 
into history. Falstaffs gang shine round 
the bright orb of Shakespeare like Jupi- 
ter's moons. See what a conjunction this 
Wilkes Booth makes: readingShafcespeare 
at Charleston on'the night before John 
Brown's banging, and choosing Good Fri- 
day night to murder Lincoln, with Jeffer- 
son's Latin motto on his lips.:," As if a 
multitude of precious jewels,- crynalised 
in different ages, had conglomerated in 
one gob of mud. The historic (assassin is 
generally a wretch mistaking himself "for 
a hero. Strung out in a line^wlwt a gang 
they are—Belthesar Gerard, 
Jacques 


Clement, Titus Dates, Kavaillao, Lor- 
enzino 
Medici, - -Wilkes 
Booth—and 


yet the Southern education, of which' 
Wilkes Booth , was a graduate,, com- 
prehended assassination as an-r-"eitra" 
branch. The equal law was a bench .for 
cowardice. Blind vanity armed with death 
went slaying in every commonwealth, and 
who did the South ever bang for anaisin- 
atidn ? A scion of Maryland created and 
named the Bowie-knife. 
Last week, in 


the town of Cumberland, a young man 
shot another dead with four balls, and the1 
victim had been already wounded some 
weeks before by the murderer's father. 
Where murder is more honorable than law, 
Wilkes Booth was no great scandal—no 
«one than Terger nor a hundred other 
shooting desperadoes, and his grave was 
strewn with flowers by women the last 
day they decorated the Confederate gravet 
in Baltimore. • His name is inscribed upon 
the Booth monument thus:

I passed through 'the iron-gate*; strolled 
along the paths leading through the narks 
and entered the'vzJlas which the wealth of 
the retired Parisians h»U fornSabed with 
every luxury and comfort. In' the saloons 
I found tables spread, but loathsome with 
dirt; champagne'and'claret bottles, brok- 
en glasses and shattered dishes lay heaped 
upon them in a diaorder'which spoke of 
the wildest riot 'The remains'of'the 
meat, the omelettes and the>dea»ert, crush- 
ed fruits and pastries trodden' underfoot, 
together 
with 
' broken 
' glass 


and 
porcelains, 
lay ' 'scattered 
on

floor. 
The curtains weze torn 


from the windows, the mirrors above the 
mantel-piece were' smashed with bottles 
which had been thrown at them. Obscene 
jesta were scrawled with charcoal on costly 
paper-hangings, and on all sides lay filth, 
broken clouks, wreokeo-'rarniture and torn 
paintings and copperplates.' Such waa the 
state in which I found'' the1 lower apart- 
ments of two or three of these delightful 
country seats.

-The medium is generally a young girl 


of eighteen or thereabouts, who, after be- 
ing propitiated by an ample supply of 
cash, advises, aa the mouthpiece of the 
spirits, that the coolie take an immediate 
departure fcr the United. States. He then 
proceed* to prepare his relatives in the 
other world for his long absence. They 
must have money with which to buy their 
spiritual food and clothing, and his family 
will, in h:s absence, be too poor to supply 
them until after money has been received 
From him. So he prepares enough to 
keep the spirits with strict economy until 
»e has time to reach the Tmited States, 
earn money, and send it home. 
The 


money is made of paper, bamboo leaves, 
bark, or other available material which 
can be marked with ink. 
When he has 


manufactured a quantity which he ia as- 
sured 
will 
be 
satisfactory 
to 


*e 
spirits, 
he 
incloses " small 


bunches in the little paper boxes prepared 
for the purpose, and marks upon the cover 
the ancestor's name for whom it is intend- 
ed. One of these boxes is placed before 
each ancestral tablet—which is usually a 
Jieee of paper pasted up with the ances- 
tor g name upon it—and there burned to 
ashes, while the coolie prays the ancestor 
to accept his "meagre gift." Some of this 
money is also burned for the benefit of the 
ntchen god; and the tree at the back of 
ihe house comes in for its share. Food, 
n the shape of rice cakes and vegetables, 
is then offered to the gods and to the .an- 
cestors, by getting it apart from the food 
of the family for a short time, joss sticks 
are lighted m various places, and the ig- 
norant coolie supposes that his ancestors 
are provided for.

A PROFESSIONAL DE8CIUM1OX. 


The Delaware (Ohio) Gazette gives a full 


description of the

which mention has been made in the pa- 
pers: 


" Ten days ago the wife of Samuel Fin- 


ley, a fanner residing in Morrow county, 
about five miles southeast of Ashley, gave 
birth to one of the most singular malfor- 
mations of the human species ever heard 
of in any age or country. The mother 
was not allowed a sight of her offspring 
until after the physician who had been 
summoned arrived, when it was exhibited 
to her, and, aa we are told, caused her to 
swoon. And no wonder, for human eye* 
probably never looked upon such an ano- 
malous development of the human form. 


One of our prominent physicians, who 


haa seen and examined this strange freak 
of nature, favors us with the following 
clear and accurate description: 


This wonderful thing can be truly called 


• double child. There is bat one spine, at 
each extremity of which there is a per- 
fectly formed head and face. Each has 
well-formed shoulders, arms and hands, 
and a good chest, containing lungs and 
heart, aa any other human being. Each 
haa alto a stomach and liver. There is but 
one navel, which is in tbo centre of the ab- 
domen, equidistant from the two heads, 
it is at the middle of the body that the 
two are grown together. The abdomen 
appears to be but one, and the organs con- 
tained in i», below the stomach and small 
intestines are probably common to the two, 
aa there ii but one external outlet. 


Upon one side, at right angles to the 


body, there is a well-formed pair of hips, 
legs and feet. 
Upon the opposite side 


then is one large leg, (possibly the consol- 
idation of two legs,) upon the extremity 
of which there are eight toes. Most mon- 
strosities are repugnant to look upon. 
This one is not BO in any rospet, except- 
ing this leg. This child, or those children 
are now ten days old, and are doing 
as well as children mostly do at that 
period of existence.

beads. One will be asleep while the other 
U crying, and sometimes both will sleep 
or cry at the same time. The natural out- 
lets from the body are in their natural 
position between the perfect' pair of legs, 
and are common to the two, there being no 
ontletupon the opposite side. .Inaex.it.Js 
a female. The length from the top of one 
head to the top of the other is twenty 
inched, and the weght at birth was ten 
pounds.

CHEMISTS ON MILK.—The common as- 


•nmption that milk from cows fed on dis- 
tillery slops is less wholesome than other 
cow*' milk, seems to bo disproved by a 
chemical and microscopical analysis lately 
made by oomo Cincinnati chemists. They 
took one specimen of milk from a slop fed 
cow and another of milk from a cow fed 
on grain. The slop fed milk was found to 
yield more butter than the grain fed, bnt 
in other respects allowed no difference, 
either in chemical or structural composi- 
tion. Notrace was discovered of diseased 
matter, or of any other substance which 
pure milk should not contain. But*in 
•pit* of tho chemists, we fancy that decent 
folk will prefer to take the product of the 
dittillery at first hand, if at all; rather 
than in the milk of slop fed cows.

Secret Treaties. 


LONDOS, Nov. 1. 


'The decline in the Stock Market yester- 


day was in consequence of the Cabinet 
meeting called for the purpose, as is un- 
derstood, of considering what steps should 
be taken in regard to the continued and 
formidable armaments of Russia. It is 
stated Russia has 500,000 men under arms 
ready to take tiie field on the western 
provinces of the Empire. The story of a 
secret treaty between Prussia and Russia, 
relative to the Eastern question, has been 
revived at Vienna with much feeling, and 
a good deal is substantially acknowledged. 
In the event of peace humiliating to 
France, Prussia has bound herself by a 
secret treaty, signed at \Vusbaden in July, 
last, between Garstchakloff and Bismarck, 
to support the revision by Europe of the 
treaty of Paris and the liberation to Rus- 
sia of the Black Sea, with the Dardenelles. 
This is pretended to be the price demand- 
ed by Russia for permitting Germany to 
move untrammelled upon France. This 
affirmed that Russia does not care to leave 
the fulfilment of this treaty to the close 
of the'war and she is now insisting that
